Cure for Tramps. 


A correspondent sends the following 


"onre for tramps:" "We never knew but 
one town of any size which was perfectly 
free from tramps, but that town was ab- 
solutely so, and in this simple way: A 
farm was purchased in connection with 
the poor house. On that farm all the in- 
mates were required to work—even chil- 
dren, who could always do something. 
Unless a mendicant is completely help- 
less he could pick oakum. But the plan 
was to have not a solitary inmate who 
had nothing to do. In good weather the 
able ones were sent to work on the high 
roads, or to do any outdoor work for 
which they were capable. And now for 
the result: The town not only supports 
all its poor, withont levying a dollar of 
tax upon its citizens, bnt actually has a 
revenue from them. 
We have known 


hundreds of dollars to be paid into the 
treasury, and not one to be extracted. It 
is the only town we have ever heard of— 
at least of any considerable size—where 
protection (rom tramps and mendicants 
was perfect. If they appeared at one's 
door and were honest, they would accept 
a direction to an officer who would con- 
vey them to the town farm. If they 
would not, one had only to eay, "the po- 
lice will be after you and take yon 
there." 
Such tramps hardly stopped 


long enough to hear you. bnt vanished at 
oace, as classics would say, "into thin 
air," So popular did this order of things 
become, that a wealthy gentleman left 
by his will, 81500, the interest of which 
annually, was to be expended in helping 
out a Chrittmas nnd Fourth of July din- 
ner at the poor farm.

It 
has reminded careless and indifferent 
parents of the fact that education IB a 
duty which they owe to their children, 
(i duty which they must BO longer neg- 
lect. It Las aroused public charity and 
in numerous cases the children of poor 
people have been furnished with clothing 
buliicient to enable them to attend 
school. It has arrested those boys who 
are in the habit of running away from 
school without the knowledge or consent 
of tbeir parents, and has broken up th» 
evil practice of truancy. It has even 
tuken boje frotn the streets who had run 
nway from the private schoolo of the city 
ar.d returned them to the teachers of 
those schools.

MAJORITY AID MIIORITY REPORTS. 


Exhaustive Summaries of the Views of 


the Committee and of the Diisent- 


ing Momben—Important Change* 


Noted, Etc., Etc. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Mr. McKln- 


ley, from the committee on ways and 
means introduced the new Tariff bill 
with the majority report on it, In the 
House yesterday. The 
majority re,- 


port discusuea the effect that the bill 
will have upon the revenues of the 
Government It state* that the exact 
eftect Is difficult of 
ascertainment, 


and says: 


That there will be a substantial reduction, 


as we shall show, admlu of no doubt It Is 
not believed that the laoreue of duties upon 
wool! and wooleo goods and upon glass- 
ware will have the effect ot Increasing the 
revenues. That would, of course, follow If 
the Importations of the Hat fiscal year were 
hereafter to be maintained, whloh, how- 
ever, li altogether Improbable. The result 
will be tbat Importations will be decreased, 
and, therefore, the amount of revenue col- 
lected from these sources will be dimin- 
ished In every case of Increased duty ex- 
cept that Imposed upon tin plate (whloh 
doasnotgo Into effect till June 1, 1991,) and 
upon linen fabrics, the effect will be to re- 
duce rather than enlarge the revenues, be- 
cause Importations will fall off. It was the 
aim of the committee to fix tho duties upon 
that class of manufactured goods and farm 
products whloh can be supplied at home so 
as to dlaoourage the use of ll-« foreign 
goods and products and secure to our own 
people and our own producers the homo 
market, believing that competition among 
ourselves will seouro reasonable prloes to 
consumers In tho future as It has Invariably 
done In the past. We seek by the Increased 
duties recommended not only to maintain 
but to enlarge our own manufacturing 
plants and check those supplies from 
abroad which be profitably produced at 
home. The general policy of the bill Is to 
foster and promote American production 
and diversification of American Industry. 


The report quotes the recommenda- 


tions concerning the tarifl in the Presi- 
dent's annual message and terms them 
"sensible and 
patriotic." 
After 
a 


discussion of the administrative feat- 
ures of the bill, the report goes over 
each schedule, noting the proposed 
changes and discussing the reasons for 
making 
them, and estimating 
the 


amount of duty in each case that will be 
affected. 


In regard to wool, the report states 


that by the proposed bill the duties on 
first and second-class wools are made at 
11 and 12 cents a pound, as against 10 
and 13 under existing law. 
On third- 


class wool, costing 12 cents or less, the 
duty is raised from 2K cents a pound to 
8>i cents, and upon wools of ihe third 
class costing above 12 cents tbe duty 
recommended is an advance from 5 to 8 
cents per pound. The report says: 


There seemn to be no doubt that with the 


protection afforded by the Increased duties 
recommended In the bill, the farmers of the 
XJnlwd States will be able at an early day to 
supply substantially all of the home de- 
mand, and the great benefit such produc- 
tion will bo to the agricultural Interests ol 
the country can not be estimated. The pro- 
duction of 600,000,000 pounds of wool would 
require about 100,000,000 sheep, or an addi- 
tion of more than 100 per cent, to the pres- 
ent number. In revising the woolen goods 
schedule so as to afford adequate protection 
to our woolen manufacturers and wool- 
growers, we have continued the system ol 
compound duties whloh have proved to hi 
BO essential In any tariff whloh proteota 
wool, providing first for a specific compen- 
satory pound or square yard duty, equiva- 
lent to the duty which would be paid on Uie 
wool if Imported, for the benefit of the 
wool-growers, and an ad valorem duty ol 
from 30 to 60 per cent., according to the pro- 
portion of labor required In the manufact- 
ure of tho several classes of goods, as a pro- 
tection to the manufacturer against foreign 
competition, and 10 por oent. additional 
upon ready-made clothing for the protec- 
tion of the clothing manufacturers. 


From the best Information we can obtain 


It Is probable that increased rates of duty 
given to manufacturers of woolens will re- 
duce, certainly not Increase, the revenue 
from this »>urce and transfer to this oountrv 
the manufacture of from $15,000,000 to $20,000- 
000 of woolen goods now made abroad. In 
computing the equivalent ad valorem duty 
on manufactures of woolens, th» combina- 
tion of both specific duty, whloh Is simply 
compensatory for the duty on tbe wool used, 
of w hlch the wool grower receives the ben- 
efit, and the duty whloh protects the manu- 
facturers, and makes the average resultant 
rate of the woolen-goods schedule proposed 
yi 70 per cent. Is considered. 


After defending its action in increas- 


ing the duty on certain kinds of iron 
and on tin plate, the committee goes on 
to discuss the sugar and molasses sched- 
ule. 
The sugar schedule was only de- 


cided on Tuesday night. The committee 
recommend that sugar up to and includ- 
ing No. 16 Dutch standard of color and 
molasses be placed on the free list, 
with a duty of four-tenths of one cent 
per 
pound 
on refined sugar above 


No. 15, and that a bounty of two 
cents 
per 
pound 
be 
paid 
from 


the Treasury for a period of fifteen 
years for all sugar polarizing at least 85 
per cent, made in this country from 
cane, beets or sorghum produced in the 
United States. Discussing the sugar 
question the committee says: 


So Ifirge a proportion of our sugar ia 1m * 


ported that the home production of sugar 
does not materially affect the price, and the 
duty Is therefore a tax, which Is added to the 
price not only of the Imported, but of the 
domestic product, which Is not true of du- 
ties imposed on articles produced or made 
hero substantially to the extent of oux 
wants. 


The committee admits that 
free 


trade or revenue duties would tempo- 
rarily diminish prices, but argue that 
It would be at the expense of the do- 
mestic products, which would be dis- 
placed, and than prices would again ad- 
vance and tho country be left at the 
mercy of foreign syndicates and manu- 
facturers. The report says: 


Cheaper products from abroad to the 


American consumers mean cheaper labor 
at home and lower rates to the domestic 
producer with no benefits to the consumer. 
Neither) condition would prove a blessing 
to the United States. That country Is the 
less prosperous where low price? and low 
wagxs prevail. One of the chief complaints 
now prevalent among our farmers is that 
they can get no prices for the crops at all 
commensurate to the lubor and capital In- 
vested In the production 
Those w he differ

States. It Is for tbe better defense of Amer- 
ican homes smd American Industries. Am- 
ple revenue for th« want* of the Govern- 
ment are provided by this bill, and every 
reasonable encouragement is given to pro- 
ductive enterprises and to tbe labor em- 
ployed therein. The committee believe that 
inasmuch as nearly $400,000,000 are annu- 
ally required to meet the expense* ot 
the Government it Is wisest to tax these for- 
eign products which seek a market here ID 
competition with our owu, than to tax our 
domestic products or the non-competing 
foreign product*. The committee respond- 
ing, as It believes, to the sentiment of the 
country and the recommendations of the 
President, submit r-hat they consider to be 
a Just and equitable revision of the tariff, 
which, while preserving tbat measure of 
protection which Is required for our Indus- 
trial Independence, will secure a reduction 
of tbe revenue both from customs and In- 
ternal-revenue sources. 


The majority report is signed by all 


the Republican members, excepting Mr. 
McKenna, of California, who dissented 
only from the sugar schedule and part 
of the silk schedule. 


Mr. Carlisle submitted the views of 


the minority on the bill. The minority 
diicum the Tariff question at length, 
pointing out the diilerences between 
the two political policies in the matter 
and defending the doctrine of the Dem- 
ocrats. Summing up the question the 
minority say: 


We believe, therefore, that the only way 


In which our Industries can be helped by 
legislation at the present time is to exempt 
from taxation the materials they are com- 
peted to use, and to reduce proportionately 
the taxes on finished products, so that all 
our farmers, merchants and manufacturers 
may be able to compete on equal terms with 
those of other countries. Thai, is the policy 
we advocate and which we desire to soe in- 
augurated and completed just as early anil 
as rapidly as clrcumstanoe* will permit. 
The capitalist who has Invested his money 
In those Industries; the laborers he em- 
ploye, and the domestic consumer to whom 
he sells, vlll all be benefited, and nobody 
would be injured. With untaxcd materials 
it Is evident that they could afford to pay 
their laborers better wages than they could 
afford to pay them now, and still sell their 
products to consumers at lower prices than 
are now charged. 


Concerniag the internal revenue feat- 


ures of the bill the minority say: 


While we would be willing to repeal the 


Internal revenue taxes on tobacco In con- 
nection with reductions upon other articles 
whloh the people are obliged to use, as was 
propose In the bill whloh passed the last 
House, we can not agree to a measure which 
provides for the abolition of any part of 
such taxes and at tbe same time Increases 
the rates of duty on cotton, woolen and 
linen clothing, and on earthenware, glass- 
ware, table cutlery and many forms of Iron 
and steel which can not be dispensed with. 
Besides, about the 'only substantial reason 
that can be urged for the repeal of the tax 
on tobacco is the fact that the governmental 
supervision and control necessary to en- 
force Its collection Is a constant source of 
vexation and annoyance to those engaged 
In manufacturing that article. A mere re- 
duction of the tax from eight cents to four 
cents per pound does not dispense with 
this supervision and control to any extent 
whatever, nor does It diminish to any ex- 
tent the espouse of collection. The same 
supervision, the same books and forms, the 
same bonds, oaths and penalties, and tbe 
same number of officials will be required to 
collect four cents per pound that are re- 
quired to collect eight cents per pound. 


The policy of placing farm product* 


on the dutiable list, as provided for in 
the Tariff bill, in order to give the 
farmer protection, ia referred to as fal- 
lacious. The minority hold that it ia 
impossible to protect the farmer against 
foreign competition in his home market 
because, it is claimed, he has no such 
competition. 


Regarding the cut in sugar and the 


sugar bounty the minority say: 


Lost year the grades ot sugar which am 


now made free, yielded to the Government 
$54,394,111, all of which is now to 09 surren- 
dered and the sugar Industry is to become 
an annual charge upon all tbe people who 
are engaged In other occupations, some of 
whloh aro far more Important and all of 
which are fully as meritorious as this one. 
In 1888 whloh Is the last year for which wo 
have complete returns, the sugar product In 
this country was 375,855,877 pounds, BO Unit 
even If there should be no increased pro- 
duction under the bounty system, the sum 
which the people aro to be compeled to do- 
nate each year for tao support of this 
favored industry will bo $7,520,000, or $113,- 
000,000 during the flfteon years. But the very 
object of the bounty Is to enco irage the 
production of this article, and the advo- 
cates claim that In n few yours it will result 
In a domestic supply equal to tlio whole de- 
mand for home consumption. 


ID addition to the home product we im- 


ported and consumed during the last fiscal 
year, 8,703,481,802 pounds of sugar not above 
No. 16 in color, making a total annual con> 
sumption, including domestic and Imported, 
of 8,076,277,079 pounds, and therefore, If the 
system results as Its advocates predlot, the 
annual payment out of the the Treasury will 
be $61,629,IM,even without any Increase in the 
amount now consumed. We protest ag&lnsl 
the gross favoritism and injustice of such a 
policy, and we deny the moral or constitu- 
tional rlghtof the government to tax the 
people who grow corn, wheat, rye, and 
other agrlcutural products for the purpo,::i 
of raising money to be given to those who 
produce sugar or any other artlole. The 
bonnty provisions contained In this bill are 
confessions that the whole system which It 
seeks to strengthen and extend 19 a system 
of discriminations between the various pro- 
ductive Industries of Ihe country—a system 
whloh Imposes charges upon some for the 
support ot others, and disregards every 
principle of justice and equality in distrib- 
uting burdens of taxation. 


The minority state that in their opin- 


ion the increase in the tobacco schedule 
resulting mainly from the imposition of 
a duty of $2 per pound on unitemmed 
leaf for cigar wrappers, will be 816,905,- 
923, instead of 89,754,089 as shown by 
the tables, and they are confident thai 
an analysis of the importations of that 
article for a series of years past will 
sustain their poiition. Of the effect oi 
the proposed measure on the revenue of 
the country, the minority say. 


We do not mean to say that the bill actual- 


ly Increases the custom: revenue $65,000,000 
over what It Is under existing law, but thai 
it proposes to impose upon the articles It 
leaves upon the dutiable list, except sugai 
and molasses, that sum In excess of the 
amount collected on the same schedules 
lastyear. Itplaces upon the free list arti- 
cles which yielded a revenue cf $6,039,960 
during the last fiscal year, and It makes a 
reduction of $04,922,110.56 on sugar and mo- 
lasses, and these two sums, amounting to 
$00,962,079, being deducted from the $68,000,000 
leave a net inorease of more than $4,000,000 In 
tariff taxation under this bill. 


The report concludes as follows: 
In our opinion, the exorcise of a Just dis- 


crimination In the selection of the subjects 
of taxation and In fixing the rates of dnty to 
be imposed upon each would enable the 
Government to realize from this source of 
revenue ample moans for Its own support, 
and at the same time greatly Improve the 
present condition and prospects of all our 
citizens who have Invested their means o1' 
rmbarked their labor In manufacturing, ! 
mining, agriculture and commerce. Wail* 


re would gladly co-operate with the ink* 
(orlty in the paaange o( any measure wblob 
ironld relieve the people from unneovBtary 
taxation, protnoto the prosperity of our Tar- 
Ions Industries und secure ample wage* and 
Iteady employment to the laborer* engaged 
In them, we feel constrained to make an 
earnest protest usralnst this bill, because, In 
ouropmioii, it will not accomplish any of 
those desirable results.

FOR LABOR TROUBLES. 


Losnox, Api.il 17.—Tbe present out- 


look throughout the continent for • 
peaceable observance of May-day is 
much better than it was a few days ago, 
though there is still a liklihood that 
the day will be marked by disorder In 
some localities. In Germany the atti- 
tude ot the working classes Is legs for- 
midable than elsewhere, though there 
will, perhaps, be spasmodic attempts 
to create riots in tho larger towns. Ths 
German workingmen are not by any 
means unanimous in favor of a general 
demonstration on that day, bat on the 
contrary a large majority are opposed 
to any concerted movement.

Winaom in a letter to Senator Plum 
thai outlines the financial policy of the 
Government in the purchase of bonds. 
He sayn: -'The operations of this De- 
partment have not been conducted with 
a Tiew to oontroling the finances of the 
country, but in pursuance of a fixed 
policy to produce the least possible dis- 
turbance of the natural current of 
events. The purpose of the Secretary 
ha* been ana ia still, to pay out for 
bonds all the available surplus as 
rapidly as possible. la pursuance of 
this policy and with a view to keep the 
money in circulation to the fullest ex- 
tent practicable, purchases of bonds 
we're so freely made that on January 20, 
the available balance of public funds 
had been reduced to less than $20,000,- 
000, and this entire amount, as well as 
further sums amounting to about 318,- 
000,000 were on deposit in National 
banks. From this it will be seen that 
the entire surplus and eighteen millions 
In addition were in circulation. 


In view of this fact and of large dis- 


bursements to be made it was not 
deemed prudent to draw further upon 
the reserves of the Treasury, and there- 
fore the purchase of four per sent, bonds 
was temporarily suspended and Govern- 
ment purchases for a time confined to 
iK per cent bonds. 


On the Oth ot March, when purchases 


Df tour per cent, bonds were resumed, 
the available surplus hai reaOfced about 
639,000,000, the whole of which was on 
lepoalt in National banks. The amount 
now on deposit in National banks is 
about 830,000,00 more than the entire 
available surplus." 


FaUtd to Btaoh an Agreement.
